many Perſons are now alive, who hnew 


the Founder, he hawing been dead not 


J abowe 
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above 66 years; ſo that if it be my miſ- 
fortune to tranſcribe any Erroars, { hope 
they may be diſcerned, and I will engage 
they ſhall thankfully be amended, 

Some ſmall pleaſure and ſatisfaftion 
may poſſibly be found in things of this na- 
ture; for T have beard ſay , that he, 
whoſe underſtanding is not elder 
than himſelf, looſeth the nobleſt In- 
heritance of his Anceſtors, and ſtick's 
in the worſt kind of minority. Some * 
wiſe men therefore have thought Works of 
this nature very neceſſary for the im« 
provement of Virtue and Goodneſs; for , 
Example #4 obſerved to have more force 
and virtue among men,than the Legiſla- 
tive Power, the Fundamental Laws of 
States and Hingdoms : what penal Laws, 
Courts of Judicature , the Rods and the 
Hatchet, are deſigned to effeft by Legal 
Force and Compulſion, that Example 

will 
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will perform,w:th the unreſiſled elbquence 
of its own nature,without the formidable 
Retinue of Guards and Tumule ; Ac- 
cording to the Kings of Iſrael, fo varied 
the Worſhip of God, tor, Examples are 
the Springs from whence human a= 

Ctions derive their morion, 
The power of the Laws may purſue 
and ſeize upon the body ; but Example 
ſurpriſes and attacks the ſul; it invades 
and charms the mind with the ſecret M- 
gick of love and imitation; It repre- 
ſents vertue to the world, not in faint 
and languiſhing colours.but mnving, full 
of life and vigour ; It propounds R-a- 
ſon not a5 imperious and tyrannical 
in its precepts,but eloquent and attrachi ve 


' in its Operations, Thus che great dif- 


ficulty of Obedience is malter'd,and 
made eaſe by our defire of imitation, 
I thought therefore it woul4 not be 

a 2 amiſs

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miſs (when I undertook, this innocent di- 
verſion at ſpare hours) to propound our 
great Founder tothe World,as a mighty 
Example of Charity and Benevo- 
lence, For it is no ſmall Honour to 
our Country, that we can give ſuch a fa- 
mous Inſlance of the warmb & richneſs of 
its Soy, when,without any auxiliary Cha- 
rity, by the ſcattering of a ſingle Hand,it 
bas broupht forth ſo much piety, ſuch un-

Tet theſe great men meet with ſome 
ſtrokes of mufortune,from the ruder Apes 
wherein they live ; for as the higheſt 
Mountains are moſt ſubjef to the ſtorms 
of Thunder,and the batteries of Hail : ſo 
theſe who are placed on high, are the uſual 
marks at which the Inſtruments of Envy 
and Malice are level 4; Some men love 
to look on the knotty ſide of the Arras, 
and takg.little notice of the comely figure 
that 
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that is wrought upon the right fide of the 
Hangings, The ſame indgnities and 
affronts were offered to our generowsFoun- 
der, or at leaſt,it was fo ſuSpefied (which 
are fully wiped off in tbe body of his life) 
But what will not the licentious Stage 
traduce ? when Socrates himſelf was 
the unexpeted ſubject of Ariſtophanes's 
Buffoonry. 
[ wiſh we could find many Suttons 
{o long liv'd to their Country , by their 
Fame and Munificence;and ſo long liv'd 
20 themſelves by their temperance and ſz 
briety. If he ſeem'd to the wor Id ſomething 
700 ſparing, this may ſuffice at preſent |; 
- $i nonerriſſer, fecerat ille mints, 
The Inflances I bring of the Carthu- 
fran Order, are faithfully taken from Pe- 
crus Sutor,one of their own Fraternity. 
If any Perſon be more curious be may read 
Johannes Morocurtius's Poem upun the

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Life of Bruno, in four Books, printed at 
Antw. 1540.4* and now to be found in 
the Oxford Library. 

 Thebehlps ] found in the compoſure of 
Sutton's life,were many of them ſcatter 4 
here and there , laid bold on rather by 
chance than direflion : For the World 
bas not been ſo kind to this Great man, | 
a4 to repreſent him to the open view, with | 
#boſe graceful lines and fair advantages 
bis Aftions really have deſerved. 

Sir Richard Baker, Dr Heylin, and 
Mr.Fuller ſay little of him, and that little 
very full of miſtakes , for they call him 
Richard Sutton, and affirm he lived a 
Batchehor, and ſo by bis ſingle life bad 
an opportunity to lay up a heap of mony; 
whereas his dear wife #, with much ho- 
aour and reFpef, mentioned in his Will, 

Others give him bad words,ſay he was 
born of obſcure and mean Parents, and 

mar- 
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married as inconfiderable a wife, and dy'd 
without on Heir : but then to give ſome 
reaſon for bis Wealth(baving no time nor 
defire to enquire into the means of his 
growing rich) to cut ſhort the buſineſs , 
they reſolve all into a Romantick Ad- 
venture ; they ſay it was all got at a 


: lamp by an accidental ſhipwrack, which 


- thekind waves drove to ſhore, and 


laid at his feer, whilſt the forcunate 
Sutton was walking penfively upon 
the barren Sands, They report,in the 
Hulk Coals were found, and under them 
an ineftimable' Treaſure, ' a great heap of 
Fayery wealth. 7his, F fancy, may go 
for the Fable, and bis farming the Coal- 
mines (44 may be ſeen bereafier) for the 
Moral, 

The Errors of the former, and dreams 
of the latter,will be ſufficiently diſcovered 
by the following Hiſtory of his Lite ; 

a 4 ſome 
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fome Remarks whereof Thad from credta- 
ble and worthy men, bred inthis Founda- 
tion long ago: Others by a Commemoration 
Sermon of Mr.Burrel's, preached in a fit 
time to declare the truth ; for ſeveral of 
tbe firfl IT of Governours were then li- . 
ving,ond one of the Founders Executors, 
viz.Sir Richard Sutton, This I have 
by me in print, 

T bad likewiſe aſſiflance from the Re. 
cords of the Houſe, and laſtly from an 
Anonymous and Imperfeft MS. left, not 
long fince,jn the Bookſellers hands, which 
did me wery good ſervice, 

F ſhall now only offer a word or two 
in the behalf of good Works , and then 
proceed to the Hiſtorical part. 

Natbing is more pleaſing to bim, who 
1 the Giver of good Gifts unto men, 
than to ſee his own Bleſſings rightly pla- 
ced, and beslowed upon Objetts of pity 
and 
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and compaſſion : Moreover, by this we 
fhew our thankfulneſs to God ; for, the 
crueſt Notion of Gratitude, 1s never 
co give an occaſion that our Benefa. 
our ſhould repent that he beſtow'd 


; his Bounty upon us, 


By Charity alſowe + good to men, 
we oblige and endear our Neighbour ; 
we imitate the good Angels,nay our Savi- 
our himſelf, who went abou all Zu- 
dea doing good ; though his Eſtate 
and Kingdom was not in this World, yet 
among his few Diſciples, he boſe one an 
Almoner to ſcatter his Benewolence, and 
to diſtribute bis ſinall Treaſure ; Love 
and Charity are as neceflary ro the 
well-being of States and Communi- 
ties in the Body Policick, as union 
of parts is in the material and Philo- 
ſophical World, 

Furthermore,by ads of mercy and 
DUH, 
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pitty, we are kind to our own (elves ; for 
no good man can, without grief, behold 
tbe gaping wounds of a poor Lazarus , 
this makes bis bowels yearn, and his own 
Soul bear a part in ſorrow , ſo that by 
healing his ſores, and binding up bis 
wounds , by relieving his pain, and re- 
freſhing his ſpirits, he eaſes his own mind, 
and does an office of kindnel3 to himſelf : 
ond this ſeems to be the proper ſenſe of the 
Prophet, When thou ſeeſt the naked , 
cover him; that thou hide not thy 
ſelf from thine own fleſh, 

Laſfily, nothing more ſecures our In- 
tereſt in Heaven, nor gives a fairer Title 
to the bleſſed Manfions above ; for the 
Scripture informs us , that at the great 
and terrible day of Judgment inquiry will 
be made , Whether we have fed the 
hungry, and clothed the naked ? vi- 
(iced the ſick, and redeemed the pri- 


ſoner ?

ſoner ? for Charity is ſo requiſite, in 
order to our well. being in the other world, 
that Abraham would hardly think him. 
ſelf now in heaven, bad be not a Laza- 
rus in Þja boſom. 

ht may be theſe Arguments were the 
cauſe of ſo much good that 3s found of this 
nature inthe world; for I believe we read 
of few or no Hoſpitals before 2he Plon- 
tation of Chriſtian Religion, Nor is this a 
private fancy of my own ,, but partly ga. 
thered from the flence of former Ages in 
reference to theſe works of Charity ;, and 
partly from ſeveral barbarous Inſtances 
of State-policy , which were enjoyned to 
prevent the neceſſity of ſuch StruZlures , 
and Proviſions for needy people. 

Theſe were cuſtomary in many Coun- 
tries, and gravelypreſcribed by Ariſtotle

' After theſe Reigns,tbe good and pious 
Emperours were Strangely forward in 
this way of Charity.and their BenefaQi- 
ons became ahnost incredible, Nay, the 
very Turks now are famous for it ; and 
it ſeems not only a good ai of kindneſs 
and piety among them, but alſo a wiſe 
forecafl,, and prudent conſideration, For 
no Turk is ſolicitous to provide for the fu- 
ture condition of his family Je## be ſhould 
provoke ihe jealouſie of the Grand Seig- 
nour,and be cruſhed in a moment;there- 
fore they uſually ave their Children ts 
cut out their own Fortunes, who, if they 

ſhould prove maimed or fickly , are in 
theſe places provided for. 

They have one Hoſpital at the entrance 
of Mare Majore, coming from Boſpho- 


rus, . 
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rus, which was founded by Solyman's 
Daughter the Wife of Ruſtan Bafſa, ang 
by ber endowed with8000 Ducats perAn, 

There is another built by a certain 

Baila in the I/le of Phermena, not far 
from Delos, in Greece, in the Reign of 
Mahomet 2*, who conquered Conſtan- 
tinople;it is endowed with 12000 Du« 
cats per Ann, 

A thirdis at Conſtantinople, begun 
by Mahomet 2f. and finiſhed by Bajazer 
bis ſon;jt enjoyes 60000 Ducats per An, 

Theſe,with many others inzbe Turkiſh 
Dominions,are erettedto entertain ſuck, 
and lame people, men who are unfit for 
labour, and whoſe conditions require Re- 
lief. The Governours of their Hoſpitals 
uſually walk out,and deſire wearied Tra- 
vellers,and that ſort of people which com- 
monly line the Highways to repair hither, 
and accept of the kindneſs and refreſh- 


ments 
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ments of the charicable Houſe. Many of * 


them are,by their Eſtabliſhments, to re- 
ceive per ſons of any Religion, which is cer- 
tainly a generous inſtance of R:ndne($ and 
civility. Near theſe Foundations com-

mortal eye could diſcern, of a fair and un- 
tainted reputation: Cn a ſuddain, whilſt 
they were celebrating the Office for the 
Dead, and were come to that part of it, 
Reſponade mihi : the Corps began to move, 
and raiſe it ſelf upon the Bier,and was heard 
at ſeveral diſtances of time to utter theſe la- 
mentable words ; 
| am arraigned at the Bar of God's 
Fuſtice : my final Sentence u already 
paſt : And | am condemned to Eter- 
nal Torments. 

'Tis cafie to imagine what a great Con- 
ſternation this unexpe&ed Revelation 
wrought in the minds of the People; but 
eſpecially it troubled his familiar and learn- 
ed Friend Er#nos, who could not but be 
ſurpriz'd with grief and melancholy:thinks 
he, 
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he, if ſo vertuous and religious a man can 
periſh, and be for ever undone , what mult 
become of me? If my loving and faithful 
Companion, who was eminent for Juſtice 
and Piety, if ſo fair a complexion'd Sou! 
ſcarcely can be ſaved, where ſhall I; who 
am unrighteous, appear? If the unweicom 
ſight of one damned Perſon ſo much di- 
ſturbs all men who behold him; 1f one 
ſingle inſtance of God's vindidive Juſtice 
create ſo much confuſion in our Spirits,then 
how painful will be thetorments of the low- 
eſtHell,where crowds and throngs,wherean 
innumerable company of deſpairing Souls 
lye panting under the heavy load of fin,and 
do in vain eccho forth one anothers fruic- 
leſs Lamentation ? If the condemnation of 
another ſo much concerns and ruffles my 
diſcompoſed mind, then what a ſtorm mu.t 
] expe&, when my tryal does approach , 
and puniſhment lyeth at my own door ? 
After this, or the like confli& with him- 
ſelf, Bruno reſolves'to alter the frame and 
courſe of his life, and to that end prevails 
with ſix wore SpeGators to jovn withhim : 
by name, Laudwinus, two Stephens, Hu- 
go (who was alſo their Chaplain) and two 
Laicks, Andrew and Garinuws. Thele es 
ven re.igiouſly determined to retire from 
the World; to abſent rH«taſelves from the 
B 2 ruſe? 
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noiſe and hurry of buſineſs and ruwulr,and 
to ſeek ſowe convenient place where they 
might ſpend the remainder of their days, 
in Exerciſes of Piety and* Devotion, in 
Corporal Auſterities, and in a ſevere and 
mortified courſe of Lite, After fume tra- 
vel they came into the Dioceſs of Greno- 
ble, to a place ca.led Carthyſe, in the Moun- 
tainous parts of a vaſt Wilderneſs, where- 
of they obtaining an aſſignation, by the 
conſent of the Biſhop they erefied a Moga- 
ſtery. The following Poem was written 
in Old time by one of their Order , which

CHAP. Il. 


Of the Rules and Conslitution of the 
Order. 


S$ ſoon as ever theſe ſeven Pilgrims 
were entred into the City, Hugh the 
Biſhop dreams that he ſaw ſeven Stars 'fal- 
len at his fzer ; which afterwards climbed 
over divers Mountains, and then ſtood ſtill 
In a certain horrid and obſcure place. At 
this time 1t was that they happily arrived 
at his Palace, and obtaining leave to confer 
with him, they diſcover the intentions of 
their journey , and humbly defire the Di- 
reGions of fo great and good a wan, for the 
proſecution of their deſigns, 

About the diſtance of ren nules from the 
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City of Grenoble, ariſes a certain high 
Mountain in a wild manner encompaſst 
with Woods and Thickets ; which is cal- 
led Carthuſe, (from whence this Order 
takes its name, as another does from Mount 
Carmel) The aſcent to this Hill is ſo dif- 
ficule, that it is reckon'd an Emblem of the 
way to Heaven; ſo high, ſoſteep ir is, and 
craggy : Nature has beſtowed upon this 
Monaſtery a double Entrance, the one is 
call'd the Carthuſien Bridge, where two hil- 
Iy Banks raiſe themſelves to an incredible 
height, and joyn at the top. The other is 
full of danger and wonders, being a. weary*» 
ſome and uneaſfic paſſage four miles long 
between two rocky and mountainous ri- 
ſings. Hither came theſe ſeven Converts 
with much pains and difficulty under the 
happy condu@t of the aforeſaid Biſhopgand 
here was to be the Plantation of Bruno's 
Piety and Holineſs : The Biſhop gravely 
pronounces Ex Veſfter bic locus. And then 
they kneel down, and offer up the Sacrifice 
of Praiſe and Thankſgiving to Almighty 
God. 

The Reaſons why a Mountain was made 
choice of, rather thana Valley, to be the 
Habiration of this Order, are many : for 
ſay they, weare now nearer Heaven : here 
the Patriarchs of old did inhabit : when 
| Abram 
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Abram went to Sacrifice, he aſcended the 


* Mountain: and thus did Los when he e- 


ſcap'c the anger of the Lord : Moſes went 
upto the Mountain to receive the Law : 
here lived Eli«s, and the Sons of the Pro» 
phets. 

This Mountain they compare to Mount 
Sinai, becauſe here Bruno gave them their 
Rules and Conſtitution : ſometimes to 
Mount Oreb, for the renown of their Zeal

tunate, and have ſpread over moſt parts of 
Chriſtendom : to Moriah ( mons wiftonis )

gour of life: to Mount Sion, Tabor, and 
Oliver, &c. Theſe are the uſual Compa-

came for freſh water : Here he made a ge- 
neral laughter; and takes the Earl of Flaz- 
ders his Brother, Captain of the Ifland , 
Priſoner. 

His next martial performance, was in 
company of Henry Earl of Derby, Duke of 
Lencaſter, into _— and Guyen: where 
theſe two only attended with Five hundred 
men at Arms, and ſome few Archers, did 
mighty things, vanquiſht the Enewy, and * 
recover'd many walled Towns and Caſtles. 

It chanced that the Counteſs of Montfort, 
Siſter to Lowis Earl of Flanders, like an 
undaunted Virago, put on Armour,and leads. 
and encourages her People, to repell the® 
common Foe : She deſires aid of the King 
of England, and hath it granted under the 
conduct of no leſs a man, than the Lord 
Walter de Manny: Not long after, the 
King himſelf fighting with the French, that 
he might notbe known in Perſon, puts him- 
ſelf and the Prince under the Colours and 
Defence of the ſame Invincible Warriour. 
This may ſuffice for a ſmall deſcription of 
his.” 
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his Strength and Valour, I ſhall now pro» 
ceed to the occaſion of this fingular Inſtance 
of his Piery and Beneficence. 

He lived in an Age wherein all things 
ſeemed as wonderful as himſelf; Ana.1345.

; Earthquake ſhook Germany , whcrewich 


many Villages and Caltles fel! down , like» 
wiſe Stones mixt with Rain fell out of the 
Air : Moreover, the ſawe day many pub- 
lick and private Houſes fell at Venice : af- 
terwards the Earth was ſhaken more or leſs 
fifteen days: whereof it hapned that al- 
moſt all Women with Child were delivered 
before their elme, . And after this a noyſom 
Peltilence (called Inguineria) invaded the 
People ; the venoiw of the Diſeaſe was ſo 
deadly, that ſcarce one in an hundred e- 
ſcaped alive, Ir began firlt in Seythia, there 
raged along the Coaſts of the Sea Pontrs 
and Helleſpont ; at length through Greece 
and Illyria, it came into Italy. 

1346. A great Vapour coming ſrom: the 
North-part, to the great fear of the Be- 
holders, was ſeen in the Air, and fell on the 
Earth. And the ſame year certain ſmall 
Beaſts in great number fell from the Ele-

teen Acres and a Rad, and cauſed the ſame 
to be Encloſed and Conſecrated by Raiph 
Stratford Biſhop of London, at his own 
proper Coſt and Charges, In which place 
in the year following (Srow reports) were 
buried more than Fifty thouſand Perſons , 
as 1s affirmed by the King's Charter, and by 
this following loſcription which he read 
vpon a Stone Croſs, ſometime ſtanding in 
the Charter-houſe-yard.

He was remarkable for the Compaſſion 
and Relicf he beſtowed on the Widows 
and Children of good Miniſters : and this 
more pariicularly incited to by the excel- 
lent Examples he had ſeen of Charity of this 
Nature in the Low - Conntries. 

He was very Temperate, mocerating his 
natural Appetite by Abſtinence ; he was 
ſober and vigilant, and moderate in all his 
Recreations : The outward Ornaments af 
his Body were clean and becoming, neither 
ſtarch*e or curious, neither careleſs or nice. 
Theſe were not ſo properly the Comforts 
of his Soul, as the Eweetneſs of his Life ;

As a Maſter, he was careful and diligent 
ro enquire how his Servants performe« 
their Labours, for the duſt of the Maſter's 
Shoog, is the compoſt to improve the Soy! :

Thus far our Noble Founacr proceeded in 
his life time ; bur it pleaſed God to take 
him to himſelf three years before all things 
were cowpleated, therefore they are miſta- 
ken, who report he was an aGvual Maſter in 
this his Foundation. 

Bur ſcarce was the Fownder cold in his 
Grave, before troubles and diſturbances a-

cenary Eloquence, Ar one time it was al- 
moſt cruſhed, by the hungry hopes and vio- 
lence of ſome Self-ſceking Courtiers , 
which made that Oracle of Law more 
warm and poſitive in his Determinati- 
ONS. 

He endeavoured, and brought it to paſs, 
and he deſerves a Monument of greater Ho-

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noue among us, than he found in the Church 
of Norwich : Andif it were lawful to an- 
nex the Succeſſion of a Governour to any 
(but the Royal) Family : "Twere pity the 
Name of ſo Honourable a Patron ſhould e- 
yer be our of the Liſt, of the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lords and Governours of the 
Charter-bouſe.

ſbould give in Alms, « rich embroydered Cloak 
to4 Beggar : And certainly a man may ſee , 
tanquam quz oculis cernuntur , that / ſuch 
an Edifice, with Six thouſand pounds 

me, be ereited into one Hoſpital, it will in 
ſmall time degenerate, to be made 4 prefer- 
ment of ſome great Perſon to be «Maſter, and 
he to take all the ſweet, and the Pogy to be 
flimted, and take but the Crams ; as it comes 
topaſi in divers Hoſpitals of this Realmwhich 
have but the names of Hoſpitals , and are but 
wealthy Benefices, in reſpet# of the Maſter- 
ſhip ;” but the poor, which « the proper quid, 
little relieved: And the like hath been the 
Fortune of much of the Alms of the Roman 
Religion, in the Great Foundations, which

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in corruption and abuſe. This Meditation 
hath made me preſume to write theſe few 
Lines to your Majeſty, being no better "than 
good wiſhes, which your Majeſties great Wif- 
dom, may make ſomething , or nothing 
of. 
4 Wherein, I deſire to be thus underſtood, 
that if this Foundation ( ſuch as it #u) be per- 
fet# and good in Law : then 1 am too well ac- 
quainted with your Majefties Diſpoſucton, to

Ray further, if the defetts be ſuch, as 4 
Court of Equity may remedy andcure: Then 
Iwiſh that , as St. Peter's Shadow aid cure 
Diſeaſes, ſo the very ſhadow of a good inten- 
tion may cure the defetts of that Nature: 
But if there be a Right, and Birthright plan» 
ted in the Heir, and not remediable by Courts 
of Equity , and that Right be ſubmitted to 
your Majeſty, whereby it i both in y'ur pow- 
er and grace what to do: then do | wiſh; that 
this rude e Maſi and Chaos of a good Deed, 
were direfted rather to a ſolid Merit, and 
aurable Charity, than to a blaze of Glory,

Concerning the Relief of the Poor ; 1 hold, 
ſome number of Hoſpitals, with competent 
Endowments, will do far more good than one 
Hoſpital of aw Exorbitant Greatneſi: for 
thaugh the one Courſe will be more ſeen , yet 
the other will be more felt: For if your Ma- 
jeſty erelt many, beſides the obſerving of the 
ordinary Maxim, Bonum, quo communius, 
ed welius, choice may be maae of thoſe Towns 
and places, where there is moſt need: and ſo 
the Remedy may be diſtributed as the Diſeaſe 
is diſperſed, Again, greatneſs of Relief ac+ 
cumulated in one place, doth rather invite 4 
ſwarm and ſwreharge of poor , than reliewe 
thoſe that are naturally bred in that place ;; 
like to ill temper 'd Medicines, that draw more 
humovr to the part, than they evacuate from 
| H ” it: 
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it : but chiefly I rely upon the Reaſon | touch» 
ed in the xr Tha in theſe great Ho- 
ſpitals, the Revenues will draw the Uſe, and 
not the Uſe the Revenues ; and ſo through the 
Maſi of Wealth, they will ſwiftly tumble aown 
in a miſ employment, And if any man ſay, That 
in the two Hoſpitals in London , there is 4 
Precedent of Greatneſs concurring with good 
Employment ; let him conſider , that thoſe 
Hoſpitals have Annual Governours , that 
they are under the Superiour care and policy 
of ſuch a State, as the City of London ; and 
chiefly, that their Revenues confiſt not in 
Certainties, but in Caſualties and free Gifts: 
which Gifts would be withheld, if they ap- 
peared once to be perverted ; ſo as it keepeth |, 
them in a continual good behaviour and aw , 
to imploy them aright : None of which points 
do match with the preſent Caſe. 

The next C fro may be, Whether 
this intended Heſpital, as it hath « more am- 
ple Endowment, than other Hoſpitals have , 
ſhould not likewiſe work upon « better Subjeit 
than other poor : as that it ſhou'd be comverted 
fo the relief of maimed Souldiers, decayed 
Merchants, Houſholders, aged and deſtitute 
Churchmen, and the like; wheſe Condition 
being of a better fort than looſe People and 
Beygars, deſerveth both a more liberal ſtipend 
«xd allowance, and ſome proper place of R 
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lief not intermingled, or coupled with the ba» 
ſeſt ſort of poor ; which Proje(?, though ſpe- 
crows ,yeb in my judgment will not anſwer the 
defign in the event, in theſe our times : For 
certainly, few men in any Vacation, who have 
been Somebody, and bear 4 mind ſomewhat 
according to conſcience, aud remembrance of 
that they have been, will ever condeſcend to 
that Condition, as to profeſs tolive upon Alms, 
and to become 4 Corporation of declared Beg- 
gars ; but rather will chooſe to live obſeurely, 
and, 4s it were, to hide themſelves with ſome 
private Friends : So that the end of ſuch an 
Inſtitution will be, That it will make the place 
a receptacle'of the worſt, idleft, and moſt di(ſo- 
lute Perſons of every Profeſſion, and to be- 
come 4 Cell of Loytexers, caſt Serving men , 
and Drunkaras, with ſcandal, rather than 
fruit, to the Common-wealth : And of this 
kind, | can find but one Example with ws , 
which « the Alms Knights of Windſor, 
which Particular would give a man ſmall en- 
couragement to follow that Precedent. 
Therefore the beſt effe ft of Hoſpitais, us, to 
mate the Kingdom, if it were poſſible, capable 
f that Law, That there be no Beggar in 
Iſrael: for it is that kind of People that is 4 
Burden, an Eye fore, a Scandil, and « Seed 
of peril and tumnlt inthe State. But chief. 
ly it were tv be wiſh;, that ſuch a Benef:ence 
H 3 towards 
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towards the mg of the Poor, were ſo beſtow- 
ed, as not only the meer and naked Poor ſpould 
be ſuſtained ; bug alſo that the honeſt Perſon, 
which maketh hard means to live, upon whom 
the Poor are now charged, ſbould be in ſome 
fort relieved: for that were a work generally 
acceptable to the Kingdom, if the publique 
Hand of Alms might ſpare the private hand 
of Tax: and therefore, of all other Imploy- 
ments of that kind, | commend moſt, Houſes 
fþ Relief and Correttion;, which are mixt 
oſpitals, where the Impotent Perſon is re+ 
lieved, and the ſturdy Beg gar buckled to work; 
and the unable Perſon alſo not maintained to 
be idle (which it ever joyned with Drunken- 
meſs and Impurity ) but is ſorted with ſuch 
work as he can manage and perform: and | 
when the uſes are not hingait 45 in other 
Hoſpitals, whereof ſome are for Aged and Im 
potent , ſome for Children, -and ſome for Gor- 
refFiow and Vigabonds, but are general and 
promiſcuous ; ſo that they may take off Poor of 
every ſort from the Gorntry , as the Country 
breeds them: And thus the Poor themſelves 
fball find the Proviſion, ang other People the 
Sweetneſs of the abatement of the Tax. 

Now if it be objefFed , That Houſes of 
Correftion in all places have not done the goed 
expetted : as it cannot be denied , but in moſ# 
#laces they have done much good ; ſo it muſt be 
remembred 
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remembred that there is a great difference, be- 
tween that which i done by the diſtr ated go- 
wvernment of Tuſtices of Peace, and that 
which may be done by a ſetled Ordinance, ſub- 
jet to a regular Viſitation, 4s this may be : and 
beſides the want hath been commonly in Hou- 
ſes of Correftion, of 4 competent and certain 
Stock for the Materials of Labour, which in 
this Caſe may be likewiſe ſupply'd. 

Concerning the Advancement of Learn- 
ing, | do ſubſcribe tothe Opinion of one of the 
wiſeſt and greateſt Men of yuur Kingdom, 
That for Grammar Schools, thee are already 
too many, and therefore no Providence to add , 
where there is exceſS. For the great number 
of Schools , which are in your Highneſſes 
Realm, doth cauſe 4 want , and likewiſe an 
overthrow ;, both of them inconvenient , and 
one of them dangerow : for by means thereof 
they find want in the Country and Towns, both 
of Servants for Hucbanary, awd Apprentices 
for Trade; and on the other fide, their being 
more Scholars bred than the State can prefer 
and imploy,and the attive part of that life not 
bearing a proportion to the ;reparative,it muſt 
needs fall out, that many perſons will be bred, 
unfit for other Vocations, and unprefitable for 
that in which they were bred up,which fills the 
Realm full of indigent, tdle,and wanton people, 
which are but Materia reram novarum.

A!l the poor Prethren, and other the In- 
ferior Officers and Members of the ſaid 
Ho- 
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Hoſpital now being , and their Succeſſors 
that ſhall hereafter at any time be choſen 
into their rooms, ſhall give dutiful Reve- 
rence to the Maſter of the Hoſpital for the 
time being, whereſoever they ſhall happen 
to be 1n his preſegce, or when either he 
ſhall ſpeak ro any of them, or- any of 
them ſhall repair or ſpeak to him, they ſhall 
ſtand before hity with their Heads uncove- 
red, not preſuming , whilſt they are in his 
preſence, to pur on their Hars ( except it 
be at theTable whilit they are at Dinner and 
Supper.)

All other Duties to be performed after 
their Admiſſion , as daily frequenting the 
Chappel, Reverent behaviour at Prayers, 
Civil faſhion of Feeding, Cleanly and de-+ 
cent Cloathing, Neat and wholſom Lodg- 
ing, Friendly and Brotherly Converſing 
and Living together, ſhall be referred to

paid any mony, for, or in lieu of his Com- 
mons, but ſhall take and eat his Commons in 
kind in the common Dining-Hall of the Ho- 
ſpital , according to the Orders of the 
Houſe, and ſhall carry none of it away uns 
eatenz and whart he cannot eat there, ſhall 
be there lefr, and given to the poor women 
that are appoitted to do ſervice in the Ho» 
ſpital. And We the Governours do charge 
the Receiver not to pay any of them any 
mony, or allowance contrary to the in- 
tent of this our Order, upon pain not to be 
allowed the ſame upon his Accompt, be- 
fides incurring our further Cenſure, Pro» 
vided always, that if any of the ſaid Pen- 
fioners ſhall be ſent, or go away out of the 
Hoſpital upon the Diſim(Tion of the Houſe 
in the Sickneſs time, in reſpe& of the dan- 
ger of the Plague, then, in ſuch caſe, du- 
ring ſuch time of Diſtniſſion and Abſence , 
he ſhall have bis fall Allowance in mony for 
Commons and Diet, as h..th been formerly 
given in ſuch caie.
